Washington, April 15—The Chinese 


minister was at the statd department 
today and held a conference with Sec- 
retary Hay on the etatus of,the ne- 
gotiations at Pekin. 


The minister was somewhat concern- 


ed over the delay of bringing about an 
adjustment, also that the current re- 
ports of indemnities that reach a 
figure beyond the ability of China 
meet. When seen at the legation dur- 
infe the day, Minister Wu said in re- 
sponse to inquiries on these subjects: 


"We have been accustomed to hear 


that China is very slow, but ,in this 
casa weeks and months are going by 
without any delay attributable to 
Chinla so far as I have heard, yet 
without definite prospects of bringing 
the negotiations, to a close. 


"This unsettled condition is very in- 


jurious to China, but it also ia an1 in- 
jury wWch a'ttects the whole world. 


"Take for instance the cotton indus- 


try of the south. The shipments to 
China were very large, but have been 
falling off owing to the unsettled con- 
dition of affairs and trade is seriously 
menacled. The same may be said of 
many other branches, and the fact is 
trade in oil of the commercial nationb 
o£ Europe as well as America is in- 
juriously affected by the present un- 
certainty of conditions in the east. 


"What we need arid what the com- 


mercial world needs is stability and 
some definite understanding as to 
what conditions are to be. 


"As to the question of indemnities I 


receive little direct information, but I 
regretted to see from some published 
reports that the total indemnities is 
reaching a very large sum. 


"It should be borne in mind that 


China herself 
suffered great; losses 


through the receipt disturbances, losses 
which amount to many millions, and 
for which she canot hope to receive in- 
demnity. So if the claims ot the pow- 
ers aggregate $314,000,000, as I see it 
stated, it probably would not be an 
under estimate to say that Chitok's own 
losses were twice that amount, say 
$600,000,000. 


"In the aggregate therefore China 


would be shouldering a burden of col- 
losal proportions and this after the 
country has passed through a most try 
ing experience. 


"1 note that a number of suggestions 


are made that the indemnity should be 
along the lines of commercial advan- 
tage and improvement rather than 
money. How far this is feasible I 
canot say, but the principle involved 
seems to be a good one. It has the 
merit of being unselfish. 


"As I understand it, the indemnities 


thus far asked are based entirely on 
the interests of the various powers but 
the interests of China are -worth con- 
sidering in this matter, for, after all 
the interest of China are worth con- 
sidering in this matter, for after all the 
interest of China will have much to do 
in the end with the interest of all 
those nations having relations with 
her and who are carrying on extensive 
trade with the east. 
There is a splendid opportunity just 
now for such an object lesson to the 
Chinese people as will obliterate all the 
anti-foreign sentiment and would show 
them that the iriterest taken by the for 
eign powers in China had something to 
do with the development and progress 
of China as well as the personal in- 
terest of the foreign nations. 


"Our people might be shownt the 


benefits coming from considerable for- 
eign treatment, and they^vill be grate- 
ful to see China restored to a- condition 
of prosperity. 


"As to details, it is not for me to 


suggest what powers could do for 
China and their mutual inlterest, but I 
am quite confident that if they only 
put their heads together- very much 
could be accomplished in the interests 
of all concerned."

fairs of the wrecked Farmers' National 
bank in this town. Special Examiner 
Cunningham hopes to get matters in 
shape by this afternoon so us to state 
just what te condition of the bank is. 
The controller of currency has appoint- 
ed J. T. Sullivan of his oflice a tem- 
porary receiver for the bank. 


Bank Examiner I isb, during an ex- 


amination of the bank ou April 3, dis- 
covered a shortage in the cash, and a 
further investigation which has been 
conducted by Special Examiner Cun- 
ningham 'iidicates a total embezzle- 
ment by Cashier D. H. Lewis of $90,- 
000. 
After the discovery of the de- 


falcation the examiner secured the re- 
turn of $25,000 to the bank. 


The news of the alleged defalcation 


of Cashier Lewis seemed almost unbe- 
lievable when receirea here Saturday 
night 
It was known to many that a 


bank examiner was at the bank, but the 
impression was that the customary ex- 
amination of the bank was in progress. 
There had been some talk that things 
were not just right, but no general be- 
lief that the accounts werp wrong. 


The bank, went into the hands of 


John P. Sullivan, as a receiver, at the 
close of business Saturday afternoon. 
The institution has a capital stock of 
$60,000, and was supposed to have a 
small surplus. The last report showed 
that it had deposits subject to check 
amounting to about -130,000. and time 
deposits of about 
the same amount. 


There was great reticence at the bank 
as to the exact amount of tbe shortage, 
but it was intimated that the entire 
stock would be wiped out and iu ad< - 
tlon the stockholders would be heavily 
assessed. It is not thought likely f ro' 
present revelations that the depositors 
will lose.

Cunningham came here a week ago

Body of a Murdered Man Found 


In Woods 


WAS KILLED SOME TIME AGO 


H«d Started For Home In Canada 


With Winter's Earnings and Wai 
Evidently Waylaid and Shot and 
Afterward Clubbed to Death 


Greenville Junction, Me., April 55.— 


Tlie body of Mathison Pare was found 
on Thursday on a tete-road at Asquith 
by a party of woodsmen, who were 
coming from Moosehead lake. 
The 


body had been frozen, but was thawing 
out, owing to the warm weather. 
It 


was covered with boughs and a r-oat 
and a hat were at one side at a iittle 
distance away. 
The finding of the 


body revealed a most brutal murder, 
with robbery as the motive. 


The victim had worked during the 


winter months on Moosehead lake, 
above Kmeo, for Sylvester taud^t. Oil 
March 8, when he had finished his win- 
ter's work at the camp, he received his 
wages, amounting to $108, and re- 
mained at Gaudet's house on Moose riv- 
er until the morning of March 11. Be- 
ing anxious to reach home, he started 
to walk to Asquith station, some eight 
miles, to take the train for his home in 
Canada, having then all but $2 or $3 
of his winter's wages on his person. 


About 10 a. m., 011 the morning ol 


March 11, he reached the camp of Percy 
Johnson, 2% miles from Asquith, and il 
was when he departed from here for the 
station that he was last seen alive. 
His folks ra'Canada, knowing of his in- 
tention of returning home, were wor- 
ried over his non-appearance, but no 
tidings as to Ms whereabouts wera 
learned until Thursday List, whr>n his 
lifeless, mutilated body was found by 
a party of woodchoppers lying near the 
road in Asquith. His parents have not 
yet been informed of the crime. 


County Attorney Gower of Somerset 


county was notified Saturday of tun 
finding of the body, aud, in company 
with Sheriff Penaell and Coroner Addi- 
ton of Skowhegan, reached the scene 
of the murder yesterday. 
The place 


where the body was found is on a lonely 
winter wood road on the banks of Mi? 
ery stream, about half a mile from 
Johnson's camp, where Pare was last 
seen, and two -niles from Asquith sta- 
tion, in Raymond plantation. The body, 
which was frozen stiff, lay in the snow 
by the roadside, and the man had evi- 
dently been shot from ambush by a 
rifle ball striking him in the face. 


There were indications that a struggle 


must have taken place, and that the 
rifle wound had not proved fatal, ai 
there were knife cuts on the face and 
neck. 
The right side of tbe head was 


terribly crushed, us if from a blow with 
the butt end/of the rifle, and the bones 
In the face were crushed out. 


The money, and a valise, filled with 


clothes, which Pare had taken witb 
him, were missing, and this fact lends 
color to the belief that robbery was the 
motive'for the murder. 


The beQy was taken to the Boilings- 


worth & Whitney storehouse, 
where 


Fare's former employer and his wife, 
the latter the cook at the camp, identi- 
fied the man. 
They both spoke in the 


highest terms of the good character and 
peaceable-nature of Pare. 


County Attorney Gower says that no 


expense will be spared to discover the 
murderer. 
Thus far the only possible 


clue obtained is that one Joe Hurray, 
who was at work on a drive some dis- 
tance away, but has been sent for, is 
said to have stated that he could nams 
the party. 


Fare's parents are poor people, and 


as yet they are in ignorance of their 
son's fate. Deceased was unmarried 
The state will probably send tlie Ixxlj 
to his relatives.

A MOUNTAIN OF GLASS. 


Terr Beamtlfnl GUtterlns Radiation* 


Found la Arizona. 


A party of archaeologists and anti- 


quarians has made Important discov- 
eries in the hitherto unexplored region 
of tke northern limit of the Hnrqua- 
hala range of mountains in Arizona, 
says a Phenlx special to the New York 
World. One side of the mountain rises 
In terraces and presents many features 
peculiar to the Grand canyon of, Colo- 
rado. This whole mass is of vocanlc 
glass and glitters Jn colors of green, 
blue and black. This phenomenon may 
be seen on clear mornings from a great 
distance, and the glitter and radiations 
have allured many travelers in its di- 
rection to death. 


Aside from the mountain affording 


an interesting study In geology, there 
are features attractive to the anti- 
quarian. The exploring party found 
under a high shelving in the rocks a 
narrow necked olla, or earthen jar, bot- 
tom side up containing human bones, 
a broken hammer and a "metate," or 
stone employed by the prehistoric races 
of Arizona, probably Cor the same pur- 
poses that the aborigines of today put 
them to for grinding maize. 
Slabs, 


turquoise stones and other curiosities 
were revealed by digging, and there 
wpre marks on buried rocks taken to 
be inscriptions on slabs. 


The mountain of glass Is a marvel 


of volcanic* upheaval. Its shape sug- 
gests a volcanic overflow, the center of 
the ccne forming a gigantic tube, from 
which the terraces formed In sections 
until the highest point was raised and 
cooling agencies sealed the mouth of 
discharge. 


Erosion has had little effect, except 


that where several fractures have oc- 
curred the varied and beautiful col- 
ors of the volcanic glass are brilliancy 
reflected. The mountain is dangerous 
and difficult of ^ascent owing to the 
precipitous terraces and the Icelike 
smoothness of the surface.

The arrest is ordered by the chief of 


the state police on these two indict-

STREET SPRINKLING CONTRACT 


Awarded to Whitney Brothers. One 


Bidder Withdrew. Price Reduced 


The contract 
for 
sprinkling

streets of the city this summer has 
been' awarded to Whitney brothers, 
whose bid, as opened Saturday after- 
noon, was $90 a month for each team.

Trinity Methodist church, one of the 


leading churches of Atlanta, used as 
Easter choristers the other Sunday GO 
canaries and 50 mocking birds. The 
idea originated with Miss Rose White 
Steighagen, the organist, says the New 
York Sun. She suggested to the pas- 
tor that it would be a novelty if the 
birds could be made to render tbe mu- 
sic. He agreed with her, and they set 
to work the other day to secure the 
birds. They visited the various mem- 
bers of the congregation and the bird 
stores of the city and asked for all the 
birds they had—canaries or mocking 
birds, they did not care which, they 
said. 


Many of the parishioners were curi- 


to know what they wanted with 


the songsters, but no amount of ques- 
tioning was sufficient to draw the se- 
cret either from the organist or the 
preacher. When the congregation filed 
Into church and perceived cages de- 
pending from the roof, they were sur- 
prised. The birds themselves appeared 
to be frightened until the organ sound- 
ed. Then they appeared to take on 
confidence, and before the first few 
notes of the prelude bad been rendered 
oae of the canaries burst Into song.

sermon and all, the birds kept the 
church filled with their music, flip 
mocking birds, with their stronger 
voices, doing particularly well.

Fleet In Superior to That of Ruaalm, 
Battleship* Are of Later Build aed 
More Heavily Batterled. 
If the Japanese intend to rely largely 


upon their available sea power in a 
contest with Russia, Japan is now not 
only equal, but superior, in force to 
Kussia in Asiatic waters. The Russian, 
fleet now stationed in Asia and availa- 
ble against Japan, according to a Wash- 
ington special to the New York Times, 
numbers ol vessels,exclusive of torpedo 
boats, with an aggregate tonnage of 
130,940. The Japanese fleet, exclusive 
of torpedo boats, consists of 52 vessels, 
of 207,903 tons. Not only does Japan 
enjoy a superiority of tonnage to the 
extent of nearly TT.'OOO tons, but she 
has some ships of very great power and 
the promise of great efficiency, and she 
would enter a struggle with a prestige 
that would at least worry the people at 
St. Petersburg.

As to the outcome of a naval conflict 


between Russia and Japan naval offi- 
cers hesitate to predict. 
Russia has 


had no recent naval experience worth 
iBcntioning. Japan's war with China 
proved her to be infinitely superior to 
China, but only a conflict with Russia 
would prove anything of tbe relative 
ability of the two nations. 
While 


Japan's prestige is great and would 
nerve the navy to desperate conflict 
with Russia, naval oflicers say that 
Japan cannot always expect to win 
and that judgment must be deferred 
until it is seen how she fights after she 
has been subjected to a few drubbings.

sermau and Schuetze of the Physiolog- 
ical institute and Chief Director Kocli 
of a method of distinguishing human 
blood, whether old or fresh, from that 
cf all ar':x;a!s cave the niciikcj. The 
experiments showed that the blood of 
monkeys, in regard to albumen, was 
next in natural affinity to the blood of 
man. 
The test was based on the em- 


ployment of hemiiysine and praecipl- 
tiue. The discovery will be of immense 
service in the detection of crime.

EMBASSY OF FRANCE. 


.Tew Building: to Take Place •* Old 


Knah tlamaion. 


Tne statement tbat tbe government 


of France is about to acquire a plot of 
land in the west end of Washington 
."or the erection of an embassy awak- 
>ns interest in the historic old building- 
which since 1894 has been the home of 
France's diplomatic household at our 
national capital. 


The building, which is one of the 
nost attractive in Washington, was 
ii-ected 75 years ago by Richard Rush, 
svho was then secretary of the treas- 
ury under President John Quincy 
Adams. S'T. Rush was soon after ap- 
pointed L Inister to France, and- the 
house was occupied by Hamilton Fish, 
t'nen in coi gress, until 1857. 
A yeai 


laier the property was rented by Great 
Britain, and Lord Napier was installed 
as minister. From this time forward it 
was the scene of some of the gayest and 
most brilliant gatherings at our nation- 
al capital. Lord Napier was a hand- 
some and dashing young nobleman of 
only 38. He was accompanied by La- 
dy Napier, four children, a tutor, a gov- 
erness, a pompous butler, a coachman 
and two maidservants. 
Her ladyship 


was regarded at the time as the most 
beautiful woman in Washington. It is 
recorded that at one of her ladyship's 
winter parties her hair was adorned 
by a wreath of water lilies, surmount- 
ed by a tiara of diamonds and emer- 
alds. 
Lord Napier in his gold em- 


broidered court dress was described 
as a vision of brilliance. 


King Edward (would, If he were to 


jog hi£ memory, remember the old 
Rush mansion. A dinner was given 
there In his honor the second night of 
his visit as Prince of Wales to Presi- 
dent Buchanan at the White House. 
Lord Napier and his beautiful wife had 
by that time departed. 
Lord Lyons 


was Britannia's minister to Uncle 
Sam's republican court. 
He was an 


old bachelor, and thereby hangs a tale. 
One day he received from Queen Vic- 
toria an autograph letter announcing 
to President Lincoln the marriage of 
the present King Edward to Queen Al- 
exandra. 
Lord Lyons sat him down, 


prepared a long and eloquent speech, 
memorized It, called his coroneted car- 
riage, proceeded to the White House 
and forthwith, bowing and scraping 
much, del'vered to President Lincoln 
both the letter and the carefully stud- 
ied announcement that Albert Edward 
and Alexandra had entered into the 
holy state of matrimony. His lordship 
then paused In anticipation of an equal- 
ly formal and equally long drawn out 
oratorical effort upon the part of the 
president. But Lincoln toot all the 
dignity out of the occasion by reply- 
ing in his droll manner, "Lord Lyons, 
go thou and do likewise." 


In 1865 Lord Lyons wag succeeded 


by Sir Frederick Bruce, another old 
bachelor, who remained master of the 
Rush house until he died in this coun- 
try during President Grant's adminis- 
tration. He wns succeeded by Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton, who built the present 
British embassy. Soon after Bruce's 
death Admiral Porter, succeeding Far- 
ragut as commanding officer of the 
navy, purchased the stately old man- 
%ion and there remained until his death. 
The property was leased by France In 
1S94, when M. Jules Patenotre, former 
embassador. married Miss Elverson of 
Philadelphia and took possession of it 
Here bas since been the French em- 
bassy.

When I first met Frederick Funston, 


I carried a white flag and walked by 
his side outside of the American 
breastworks at Caloocan, writes James 
Creelman, the well known war cor- 
respondent in the New York Journal. 
The gamecock of the American army 
had been the only man in the Kansas 
regiment who saw through the dis- 
tant trees the flutter of white that an- 
nounced the return of two commis- 
sioners sent by the Spanish general, 
Rios, to Aguiualdo for the release of 
Spanish prisoners. 


As we advanced slowly toward the 


bristling insurgent trenches Colonel 
Fantton seemed to see through the 
dense foliage that hid tbe enemy. I 
never saw such an extraordinary dem- 
onstration *>f penetrating eyesight and 
quick wit. He seemed to instantly un- 
derstand every movement In the woods 
before us. 


Again and again I accompanied Fun- 


Bton after tbat. Each time he surpris- 
ed me by his wonderful gift of under- 
standing the mysteries of guerrilla war- 
fare and his ability to determine the 
precise moment when personal cour- 
age and a sudden dash of his troops 
would decide the battle. 


With all his reputation for fearless 


charges, Funston has never led his 
men into a trap. He is the most cau- 
tious man in the army until the time 
for a desperate rush is reached. Dur- 
ing the careful advance he is watchfuj 
and reticent, keeping his men under 
cover as much as possible, but when 
his line Is within sure striking distance 
he leads his men in person, shrieking 
like a devil. 


It was my good fortune to be with 


Colonel Funston when his regiment 
waded and swam the Tulihan river 
during the advance of MacArthur's di- 
vision to Malolos, the insurgent capi- 
tal, and it was my bad fortune to lie in 
the mire that day with my wounded 
horse on top of me while Funston lay 
under his horse only ten feet away. 


It was a characteristic day In Fun- 


Eton's life. For hours our army had 
been driving the main. insurgent force 
through a dense bamboo forest The 
Kansas regiment was at the center of 
the line, with Funston dashing about 
on horseback, cheering, waving, di- 
recting, reprimanding. His slim little 
figure was the most conspicuous thing 
In the confusing scene. Wherever the 
firing was heaviest, there his voice was 
to be heard in command. 


Suddenly the Kansas regiment emerg- 


ed from the forest in sight of a small, 
swift river. There was no sign of the 
enemy. The truth was that the insur- 
gents had crossed the stream and were 
lying silently hi the trenches on the 
opposite bank, waiting for the Kan- 
sans to come within 300 yards before 
opening fire. It was a well laid trap. 
When the Kansans had almost reached 
the edge of the river, volley after vol-. 
ley blazed from the concealed Filipi- 
nos. Funston leaped from his horse 
and lay on his stomach behind the 
stone foundation of a ruined house. 
That was the hottest fire I have ever 
experienced. 
The -insurgent bullets 


came so thickly that the leaves were 
cut from the bushes around us, and 
stones were splintered within two or 
three inches of Funston's head. 


"I don't often crawl," said the colo- 


nel as he spread his blue print map of 
the country on the ground, "but this is 
terrific. 
Just hear the whiskers on 


those bullets! My horse can't conceal 
himself, poor fellow!" 
Funston care- 


fully studied his war map. "This map 
is no goou." be said angrily. "It is 
Spanish. This river is two miles near- 
er to Manila than its position on the 
mop." 
Then the colonel thrust his 


head up above the stone foundation 
and looked carefully at the ground be- 
yond the river. "If I had one cannon, 
I would make our position safe," he 
said. "As it is, we must cross that 
river if we have to swim. Rivers don't 
count." 


Leaping to his feet the little colonel 


walked down to the river bank, lead- 
ing his horse by the bridle. As he ad- 
vanced under flre in plain sight of the 
enemy he seemed to grow cooler. With 
a wave of his bat he ordered Company 
E to enter the water, and, aa bis drip- 
ping men ascended the other bank, he 
rode into the river himself and crossed, 
while bullets splashed around him in 
the rapid current. 
And when tbe 


bloody charge was over be paid no at- 
tention to the corpse strewn field, but 
went to give a dying Filipino a drink 
out of hia canteen. "That was a daisy 
fight." he said quietly as he sat down 
beside me under the shade of a palm 
tree. 


A few days later I saw Funston 


charge into tbe insurgent capital at the 
bead of Company E. He waved his bat 
and yelled, "Give them 
, boys!" as 


lie ran at full speed toward tbe low 
stone barricade that barred the en- 
trance to the public square wiiere 
"Aguinaldo's palace" was on fire. 


But tbe moment we leaped over the 


barricade and found that the enemy 
had fled, leaving the city In flames, 
there was a sudden transformation 
In Funston. He was all caution. His 
orders were given in a low voice. His 
eyes searched every street and every 
nook. He was stealthy, catlike. As he 
pursued the retiring foe through the 
city lie felt his way slowjy and surely. 


All this illustrates the soldierly qual- 


ities of the general whose capture of 
Aguiualdo has astonished tbe world.

The quar- 
termaster and his force of civilians spent 
a day in trying, without success, to break 
two spans of those mules to harness.

. That night the quartermaster sent for 


ta detail of a lieutenant and 20 men to 
report to the corral early the next morn- 
ing to aid in training mules to service 
In transporting army rations and stores. 


lieutenant Grant marched two men 


from each of ten companies to the corral 
at the -appointed hour and was told what 
was wanted. The young officer took a 
survey of the mules, harness and army

that first attempt to clog the air with 
mule heels 'was a dismal failure. The* 
victory mode the men overconfident. As 
quick as a flash, when the. rope holders 
were not watching, not braced for at- 
tack, both mule hind feet flew in the 
air and ten soldiers were yanked flat to 
the ground in the mud, and before they 
could foregather away went the heels 
again and again, and ten men were mixed 
in that mud to.the queen's taste.'

those two strings of soldiers in the now 
thin mud until it was worn out by the 
bard exercise, and then had sense enough 
to staad still until fully harnessed.

The detail returned to camp 
late that evening having accomplished 
ita mission—taken the kick out of a drove 
of as unmanageable mules as ever hauled 
pork and hard tack.—Major J. A. Wat- 
roua, U. S. A-, in Saturday Evening 
Post.

Earir Specimen* ol Dresden Ware 


Are of Immense, Value, and Old 
Chcl«c» Chin* U Today Worth 
More Than It" Weight In Gold. 


Old china lias a value far beyond its 


Intrinsic worth. Sometimes its possessors 
are ignorant of what their treasured bits 
are really worth. The story of how Dres- 
den ware was made first in Europe is in- 
teresting. Egefchells ami seasshells around 
up aad buried for a hundred years was 
the recipe the Chinese gave two centuries 
ago for making porcelain. It was a trade 
secret \?h'ch the Chinese were clever 
enough to keep to themselves for a Thou- 
sand years, aud if it hnd not been foy an 
enterprising young German named Bott- 
cher it would probably be sealed yet. 


Boltcher was an apothecary's appren- 


tice iu a small Prussian town. His am- 
bitious experiments with chemicals caus- 
ed his townspeople to declare him a wiz- 
ard, so he raujsa\ia,y to Dieadtu, whera 
the king set uiin to work to try to make 
gold. 
Soon afterward a rich Dresden 


ironmaster named 
Schuoor in ridiug 


across his land was bogged in a bed of 
soft white clay. 
Thinking it might do 


for hair powder, he took some of the stuff 
home and dried it and sent it to tne ting. 
The king handed it over to his new 
chemist, who buried some and then, 
found, to his amazement, that the etuS 
was real kaolin, or chioa clay. 


When the king saw the value of the 


discovery, he shut up Bottcher in the j 
fortress of Konigstein to continue his ex- 
periments. The clay was carried to him 
in barrels under the royal seal, the work- 
men sworn tc secrecy and a notice bung 
in every room, "Be secret unto death." 


Four years later, in 1719, a workman 


named Stohzel escaped to Vienna and 
stalled a china factory there, and from 
that town thcrfecret was carried to ting- 
land. 


Early specimens of this Dresden, china 


are of immense value. A little clock, 
dated 1727, was bought by one of the 
Rothschilds -some years ago for $600 and 
is worth today $1,250. A pair of candle- 
sticks were sold at the-same time to the 
Marquis of Bath for $1,155.- Genuine 
Dresden work can easily be told by the 
"hall mark" it bears of a couple of cross- 
ed electoral swords. 


The prices mentioned are nothing com- 


pared with those paid for good English 
porcelain made at Chelsea. A set of 
seven vases sold for $15,000. 
A dessert 


service specially made for the Duke of 
Mecklenburg in 17G3 cost $6,000 at the 
factory. If any of it is still in existence, 
it will be cheap at $1,000 a plate. There 
is a good deal of old Chelsea china in 
private hands. Owing to the fact that 
the making of it ceased in 1765, it is 
worth more than its weight in gold. It 
is deep blue—often a little wavy—-claie€ 
red, 
canary yellow or sea green, and the 


gilding is specially; heavy. 
Each piece 


bears underneath, tbo regular Chelsea 
mark, an anchor in red or gold. 


Stratford, England, once had a famous 


china factory. Bow china, as it is called, 
is second only to Chelsea in v;alue. There 
is a painted bowl of Bow china in the 
British museum wor^h over $1,000. A 
single triangle, or.' sometimes two tri- 
angles in a circle, is .the usual mark of 
Bow china.' But some specimens have no 
marks underneath, "but have instead a bee 
modeled or painted on some part of the 
upper surface. These are specially val- 
uable. 
Another •way of telling both, 


Chelsea and- Bow- china is by its ex- 
quisite whiteness. . 


The letter I> crossed by nn anchor on 


any old cup or saucer is the mark on the 
ware'turned out by another long extinct 
factory, the Ch«Isea Derby. Dr. John- 
eon says of the china produced in 1777 
that "it was beautiful and dear as solid 
silver." It would be gold today. 


The most important china Works in 


England today are those in Worcester. 
Specimens of its early output are as 
valuable as almost "any, old china in ex- 
istence. 
* 


Early Worcester ciilna, made by Dr. 


Wall, who founded the works, is, most 
of it, blue and white, like Chinese ware. 
It can easily be identified by the heavy, 
irregular black crescent at the bottom of 
each pirce. All the saucers have this 
mark, but the cups have sometimes only 
a tiny letter "b." Worcester of • few 
years later has an oddly shaped "W" 
upon it 


Bits of Worcester china of 1780 and a 


little later may be told by a mazelike 
square. This is always valuable. A din- 
uer'.serviee, even though imperfect, fetch- 
ed $2,300 recently. The mark is always 
In blue or red. 


Flight, Barr & Barr were the next 


owners of the Worcester works. Their 
name sometimes appears in full on the 
bottom of their exquisite plates and 
saucers, bnt more often simply the ini- 
tials "P., B. & B." The painting on this 
china Is some of the finest in existence. 
Two plates noticed by a cyclist in n cot- 
tage near Pershore, in Worcestershire, 
realized for their owner, who was un- 
aware of their value, $45 apiece. 


A shield with "K. B." on the top 


means that the' piece of china which 
bears it was made by Kerr & Binns, who 
owned the Worcester works in the middle 
of the last century. They were specially 
commissioned once to make a dinner serv- 
ice for Queen Victoria. 


If the crown, with crossed swords un- 


derneath and the letter '"D" below them, 
Is marked in violet on the bottom of any 
plate, it is real Crown Derby, cf which 
there is still a good deal in existence. 
Early specimens are very valuable, some 
retching more.1 than fonr times theii 
freight Iu gold.—London Standard.

A CUBAN COMMISSION 


At a meeting to be held today the 


Cuban convention will name a com- 
mission' to come to Washington and 
discuss with the president the future 
relations between Cuba and this coun- 
try. This step is the result of the ac- 
tion of the convention Saturday when 
resolutions were passed authorizing the 
appointment of the commission. The 
governor of the island will be expected 
to pay the commission's expenses. 


What the commission can accomplish 


is not very clear. 
Congress in the 


Ptatt amendment specifies conditions 
to govern the future relatipns of this 
country and vhe island republic. The 
president cannot ignore these condi- 
tions, "which are express instructions to 
him. The Cuban constitutional conven 
tion! rejected the conditions of 
the 


Flatt amendment and will now seek a 
way out through a commission. No 
definite and immediate arrangement by 
this plan is within the 
president's 


power. A coriferenee at Washngton be 
tween the commission and the presi- 
dent may result in a valuable under- 
standing, however. It may result in 
setting things in a truer light to the 
Cubante and end in Cuba's acceptance 
of the Platt amendment conditions. 


If this is not possible, some agree- 


ment may be reached, acceptable to 
Cuba and acceptable to the United 
States congress. A visit from the com- 
mission may do a great deal of rood. 


A. SALOON LICENSE: 


"We are inclined to believe that the 


public will watch with interest the 
granting of a license at No. 3 Marshall 
street. These Marshall street saloon! 
premises are the premises recently oc- 
'cupied by Gregory and Belanger, who 
lost their license by pleading guilty to 
the offense of selling liquor to minors. 
Tinder the law the members of this re- 
cent saloon firm are debarred from a 
license for a year because of their 
transgression. 


In connection with this the interest- 


Ing thing is that a son of Mr. Gregory 


i has applied far a license to conduct a 
ealoon in the place just vacated by the 
offen'dliig firm of his Uxther. No doubt 
It woald be technically correct to grant 
a license to young Mr. Gregory, but the 
circumstances are so suggestive that it 
•would be difficult to make the public 
tfrelieve that by the granting of such a 
license the license commissioners had 
not winked at a method to re-irJstate 
the Gregory interest that is shut 'out 
fey law. 


We do not believe the license com- 


missioners care to be a ^a.rty to the 
development of a pubjlic impression 
•uch as we refer to. Public policy re- 
Quires our license board to be above 
suspicion and we are confident that the 
members of our board have no othsr 
interest at heart but the public interest 
jn the highest senset it is admitted that 
-tbta regard for public Interest may at 
itace work against applicants for li- 
censes, who are unfortunate in the cir- 
cumstances mat surrouna them, but 
public interest must always go before 
personal interest. 


We expect wise disposition of this 


matter.

Con 
e'>der!ng the relations of the Unit_-d 
States senate and the executive in the 
matter of making treaties and con- 
sidering the relations of the Massachu- 
setts legislature and the executive in the 
m*.tter of law making the Republican's 
4oubi« position U quite amusing, aa

most of Us positions are. "Practical 
Politics" very pointedly has remarked; 


"Gov. Crane's first veto of 1901 reach- 


ed the legislature April 5. It was ac- 
companied by a. terse anld business- 
like message like most o,f his state 
papers and the re.asons that he gave 
for withholding his approval of 
a 


measure designed to override the un- 
doubted prerogatives of the city of 
Boston iu the matter of granting a pen 
sion to a member of the fire depart- 
ment were sound and logical. If the 
governor would write wire vetoes, as 
an executive in plain, and unmistak- 
able English, instead of anticipating 
ana choking off legislation1 while bills 
are pending, he would come nearer to 
being an ideal governor." 


It is none of Governor Crane's busi- 


ness what bills are to be considered 
or passed by the legislature until they 
are laid before him for his signature. 
When measures are presented to him 
for hig signature he may veto them. 


In vetoing a. bill a governor is forced 


to make his argument against it pub- 


lic; in strangling: a. measure by the un- 
derground method the public is none 
the wiser regarding the executive's 
objections, and the people . 9 left to 
imagine arguments and influ ,nce may 
be thus quietly and secretlv used that 
w*>uia not be likelj' to get into a pub- 
lic veto. The underground method is 
one well calculated to breed public dis- 
trust. 


Besides, this underground method is 


wholly untfair in its workinga In a 
given case the legislature left to itself 
might pass a measure, personally ob- 
jectionable to the governor, but with 
a majority so large that the governor 
would afterwards hesitate to return it 
with his veto, the governor accepting 
the large vote as an expression of pub- 
lic opinion. Anld if the governor should 
veto a measure thus passed 
public 


opinion subsequently expressed might 
but serve to strengthen the legislature 
against the governor's 
position with 


the result that the measure would be 
made al aw over the governor's head 
by the two-thirds vote. But the under- 
ground! method of undue executive in- 
fluence applied quietly and in secret to 
individual senators and representatives 
strangles the regular and constitution- 
al powers of law-making, puts an) un- 
timely end to debate in the legislative 
halls and prevents that expression of 
public opinion which is the surest 
guide to the enactment of the public 
will in statute law. A governor senti- 


g it trickling through the "trusties" 


to some of the members of the general 
court that a certain measure yet in 
committee is not wholly favored with 
the executive pleasure and intimating 
that the measure if favorably reported 
and passed is 1'kely to meet with his 
excellency's disapproval and veto—a 
governor doing this is arrogantly tres- 
pasing on the rights of the legislature, 
is assaulting the legislature's dignity 
and is depriving it of its function as 
the law-making power of the state. 
Such unwarranted interference easily 
leads to unfavorable reports by com- 
mittees and to careless rejection of 
measures, if reported favorably, be- 
cause of the impression being created 
by the semi-official half-whispers that 
the governor is understood to be stand- 
ing ready to veto the bill. This per- 
nicious policy sets up a one-man power 
in' what we like to believe is the inde- 
pendent and democratic commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, 


A stop should be put to this in the 


interest of a legislature 'of the people' 
and for the people.

QUEBEC'S NEW GAME LAWS. 


A Hvotar Bl*<r Kill Only On* X*«se, 


Tw« »««i> an* Two Cavlfeov. 


Acting upon recommc^atlons adopt- 


ed by the North Aaiei^an Fisjf oud 
Game Protection association at its last 
annual meeting in Montreal, the Que- 
bec parliament has jnst made some 
yery 'Important amendments to the 
Quebec game laws which will have tb? 
effect of giving greater protection to 
both game birds and large game, says 
the New York Sun. While all tlie as- 
sociation's recommenriatlonfl have not 
been adopted, a great advance has 
been. made. 


It is of importance that these 


changes in the game laws should be 
generally known to sportsmen. The 
association recommended that the num- 
ber of moose, caribou and deei* to be 
tilled by one banter during one season 
should be limited to one bull moose, 
one caribou and one deer. lu Quebec 
the limit has hitherto been two moose, 
two caribou and three deer. The new 
law makes St one mooso, two caribou 
and two deer. 


A shorter season for the killing of 


partridges was asked, and the legisla- 
ture has provided that there shall be no 
sale of the birds at all until Sept. 1, 
1903. The abolition of the spring shoot- 
Ing of ducks was asked for, and, 
though this was not accorded, a long 
step in the right direction was made 
by the shortening^of the open season 
from April 15 to March 1 as the clos- 
ing day for all kinds of ducks with the 
exception of the species of buffel heads 
commonly known as pied ducks or div- 
ers. 


Among other amendments to the 


game laws that have not yet been se- 
cured which the association intends to 
press upon the parliament are the of- 
fering of a bounty on wolves, which 
are making great havoc among the 
deer in the northern part of the prov- 
ince; the absolute prohibition of the 
epring shooting of waterfowls, the 
adoption of the tag and coupon system 
for large game and the extension to the 
province of Quebec of the provisions 
of the Lacey bill of the United States, 
the object of which is to prevent the 
{shipping of fish or game from one state 
to another, contrary to the laws of the 
Btate from which it was shipped, the 
prosecution lying with the authorities 
of the state Into which such fish and 
game are illegally shipped. This meas- 
ure, it is believed, conld be applied to 
Canada with great benefit and would 
enable the different provinces and the 
states adjacent to them to be helpful to 
one another in fish and game protec- 
tion.

Caitcd State* !• Now Fourth, 


Displaced German?-. 


The naval Intelligence office, after 


careful investigation, has just com- 
pleted a statement of the comparative 
naval strength of the leading maritime 
nations, says a Washington dispatch to 
the Chicago Record-Herald. The na- 
val tonnage is found to be in excess of 
the commercial tonnage of some, and 
with two powers the number of war- 
ships now builCing exceeds the total 
strength of those navies ten years ago. 


Great Britain exceeds Prance, Ger- 


many and Russia combined In the built 
and building naval tonnage. France 
follows England, JJussia comes third 
and the United States fourth, Ger- 
many uaviag been displaced by the 
United States, which now has a lead of 
"about 3,000 tons. Japan is sixth. 


We have 98 vessels, with a tonnage 


of 302,650, and 55 building with a ton- 
nage of 247,420. 
England has 046 


warships, with a tonnage of 1,705,410, 
and a larger number building. France 
has a total tonnage of 714,190, repre- 
senting 428 vessels built and building; 
Germany, 447,840 tons in 253 ships 
built and building; Russia, 569,580 tons 
in 332 ships, 420,440 tons being built 
and 149,140 building, and Japan has 
250,870 tons, represented by 138 war- 
ships,

tion of an ancient map of the "city of 
Rome, says the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. It is engraved in marble, and 
the fragment discovered is indented 
with a plan of the Pantheon, drawn be- 
fore the alterations carried out by the 
Emperor Vespasian, a portion of the 
neighboring baths of Agrippa nnj 
some other buildings.

FlHrt Link of Eo«t River Structart 


Raised Vrnm. It* Watery Bed. 


From the bottom of the East river a. 


noon the other day the first cable foi 
the new bridge-waa raised and stretch- 
ed against the sky line between Brook- 
lyn and Manhattan, its lowest point 
168 feet abeve the water, says the New 
York World. 


Lewis Nixon and members of the 


East river bridge commission had de- 
cided to make the occasion memorable. 
They engaged a boat, on which were 
members of the municipal assembly 
and various city officials. 
This boat 


was attended by a fleet of revenue cut- 
ters and other craft, which sent forth 
simultaneous whistle blasts as the wire 
flashed from the water and went sky- 
ward. 


This hoisting was accomplished by 


two engines of 05 horsepower, specially 
constructed for the purpose. To these 
engines was connected a rope suspend- 
ed over the top of the Brooklyn tower, 
320 feet high. The end of the rope 
was tied to the cable on the float be- 
low. 


It was- necessary for some one to be 


at the top of the tower to put the cable 
in its proper saddle. 
Chief Engineer 


William Hiidebrand called for volun- 
teers for this perilous climb. John Kel- 
ly, a laborer, responded. 
With the 


agility of a cat Kelly mounted to the 
cap of the steel tower. When every- 
thing was in place, he gave a signal to 
the men on the float, and the engines 
were started. Already the cable had 
been fastened in place on the Manhat- 
tan side:t 


Slowly it began to show from the 


water. Suddenly it splashed out. Whis- 
tles shrieked from the fleet. The dcn- 
fcey engines forced the cable upward, 
rapidly. Crowds on the Brooklyn shore 
shouted to crowds on the Manhattan 
shore. In six minutes and a half Chief 
Engineer Hiidebrand waved a signal 
for the enginfes -to stop. The wire was 
in place, bending in a huge curve to- 
ward the water. 


This wire is the first of three to make 


one of the four cables on which a foot 
bridge is to be built for use in the con- 
struction of the permanent cables.

Located In Philadelphia and Date* 


Baefc to 1782. 


Indian scalping being forbidden by the 


decrees of William Penn, the early Phil- 
adeiphians were obliged to look about 
them for other forms of recreation. This 
may account for the fact that the oldest 
fishing club in the world has its head- 
quarters in the Quaker City. It came 
into being in 1732, the birth year of 
Washington, and has been preserved 
through all the succeeding generations. 
Instead of calling itself a mere club it is 
the "Fishing Company of the State In 
SchuylkilL" Its organization is not that 
of a company, bat of a state, and the 
maintenance of this little mock govern- 
ment has added an element of play which 
a plain, matter of fact "fishing club" 
could never suggest. 
There is a delightful modesty about 


the records of the state. Not once are 
the members disgraced by the recording 
of large catches. 
On the other hand, 


they seem to have taken a keener inter- 
est in the minute details of angling than 
in the amount of killing. They delighted 
more in rare catches, than ia the feats of 
the professional fisherman. In 1779 it is 
recorded by order of the governor that 
"Ben Scull, the prince of fishermen, pro- 
duced a trout which he caught in Schuyl- 
kill that measured 15 inches." This was 
aa unusual catch, for trout were few in 
Schuylkill. We wonder why "produced" 
is used faa the record. Why did not the 
governor order it • recorded that Ben 
Scull caught such, a trout La SchuyLkill? 
Was it.because he was a conservative 
official, who dreaded to state on his own 
authority that Ben Scull did "catch" 
such a trout, and did he word his record 
purposely so that any skeptics among 
us may imagine that Ben was a prince 
of jokers as well as fishermen and that 
the fish which he "produced" was caught 
elsewhere than in Schuylkill? 


A tale that seems worthy to go down 


to history along with the adventure of 
Jonah with the whale is recorded on Oct. 
5, 179L On that date, says the record, 
"a four foot sturgeon boarded one of 
the frigates." 
After something of a 


struggle the boarding party was cap- 
tured aad was later served up as a 
"delicious repast" We wish the chron- 
icler bad been more explicit, but per- 
haps, after all, it is better that he 
should leave each of ut to picture for 
himself the "boarding of a frigate" the 
surprise of the crew, the slimy struggle 
and the final capture.—Leoaida* Hub- 
bard in Outing.

CONTESTS OF EGGS. 


Some Cnrion* Cnctoms Observed ct 


Eastertide. 


From the remotest ages the egg- has 


been looked upon as the symbol of 
creation or new birth. According to 
the Persians, the world tvas hatched 
from an egg at that season of the year 
which corresponds to the vernal equi- 
nox. Hence the Paxsees still exchange 
gifts of colored eggs at the new year 
festival, 
which they 
celebrate 
at 


Eastertide, says the New York Her- 
ald. Among the Jews the egg entered 
into all the mysterious ceremonies 
called apocalyptic 
and occupied a 


prominent position on the household 
table during the 
paschal 
season. 


Christianity invested the paschal egg 
with a new significance—namely, that 
of the resurrection of Christ—and it 
was colored red in allusion to his 
blood shed for sinners on the cross. 


A curious 
custom 
in mediarca! 


churches for priests and choristers to 
join in a game of ball at Eastertide 
took its rise from the Easter egg. 
which was thrown from one* to the 
other of the choristers in the nave o! 
the church while an anthem waff being 
sung. As a missed egg meant a 
smashed egg, the more durable hand- 
ball was substituted. 


But the smashing of eggs continued 


as a form of outdoor sport. Survivals 
are to b« found among all Teutonic 
and Anglo-Saxon people. A popular 
game in England and Germany con- 
sists in hitting one egg against an- 
other, the egg that survives uncracked 
winning for its owner the weaker an- 
tagonist, until an entire basket of eggs 
may have changed ownership. An- 
other game is to trundle eggs down a 
hill or slope, those which reach the 
bottom uncracked being similarly vic- 
torious over the others.

Yesterday Driscoll's family decided to 
fight the case and engaged Lawyer Ma 
gems to do so_ Other physicians were 
sent to examine him who declared that 
he was not insane. Still others declared 
that he was and when the case comes 
up in court tomorrow there promises 
to be a large amount of expert testi- 
mony on the question of sanity in gen- 
eral and Driscoll's case in particular.

This will involve more in the wa.y ot 
real estate interest than anything that 
has been done in the city for a long 
time. Although of course no figure is 
set on the property affected real es- 
tate men who ha-^-2 ventured an opin- 
ion say that it involves in the 
ne-'fth- 


borhood of $100,000worth of property or 
over. 


The property thus placed on the mar- 


ket may be roughly defined as allj.iu- 
land owned by the print works north 
of the river and west of Eagle street 
and all that north of Prospect street 
and eastyof Basle street. Several offi- 
cers of the company including L.' L. 
Brown, Emil Kipper and Ernest Hill, 
were here this morning in connection 
with the plan and the anouncement of 
the intention of the company 
was 


made by Ashe and Arnold, who 
as 


agents will 
have the 
property 
in 


charge. 
( 


There are a few over 50 parcels of 


property included in the land to be of- 
fered for sale according to the plans 
the company has of it. 
By far the 


larger part is on River street, all the 
larid on the south side of River street, 
from Eagle street to about 700 feet 
west of Marshall street, being included. 
There is also the property on the north 
west corner o£ River and Brooklyn 
streets, which has been sp'oken of in 
connection with a public park. 


Then there 
are four lots on the 


north side of Prospect street, 
with 


houses on three of them, and on the 
east side of Brooklyn street property 
with a frontage of about 250 feet. 
In 


connection with this latter the brook 
which, runs through the property will 
be moved over near the street leaving 
the property free, 


The most important part of the an- 


nouncement is that which concern^ 
River street. There are 4 61 lots along 
the river front which the Windsor 
print works company has owned for 
years. There will be considerable in 
the way of improvement here. It is 
probable that the old Estes mill and 
the old stone mill farther west will be 
torn down, and that the atone from 
them will be used to build retaining 
walls on' the river front.
